NEW TAXATION IN MONTREA

That night the coun- 
cil had not only the position of Chief 
Davidson to deal with but also the 
positions of 54 others who had come 
into the department. These men had 
come to them and said that they were 
willing to go out and fight fires, and 
since the new men had bee ntaken on 
he saw no way out of the difficulty. 
There was no question which had 
come before the city council which 
had given him so much thought, and 
he could assure the council ‘and the 
firemen that it was a hard thing for 
him to vote against the firemen, but 
he could not feel otherwise’ than 
that it would not be right to vote 
against the men who had come to

Not a Fair View 

Ald. McCoppen said that Ald, Wil- 
son did not take a fair view of the 
matter, The firemen did not go out 
until they had come before the city 
council and asked them to do some- 
thing that would prevent placing 
Chief Davidson in power, Could 
they leave ffie™ city’ at thé mercy of 
untrained men? Everyone knew 
that they had no brigade of 54 men 
These men were not fire fighters, but 
Were simply men who wanted a job.

GERMANS RANK 
BULLIES, SAYS 
CAPT. PEARSON 


Says in Course of Address at Mac- 
Dougall Church That He 
Favors Reprisals 


Capt. Robert Pearson, big, bronzed 
and hearty, gave an informal ad- 
dress to a good sized audience in Mc- 
Dougall church last evening. It was 
anecdotal and intimate in character, 
helping to make real the life led by 
Alberta's boys over there, so far from 
home. Every word was _ followed 
With closest attention, 

Rev. A. 8. Tuttle, who occupied the 
chair, in a few sentences recailed his 
lirst introduction of the Rey. Robert 
Vearson as his own successor in a 
Methodist church in this city some 
years since, 

Captain Pearson said that his pur- 
pose in the present talk was to de- 
scribe something of the humorous 
and recreation side of their experi- 
ences, Many people with whom he 
had talked seemed to think of the 
men as being continually in the 
trenches, exposed to fire and firing in 
turn, in active warfare and danger 
every moment, Of course, that seri- 
ous side is always there. The Ger- 
man artillery is being used more con- 
stantly night and day and over a 
larger extent of territory. But after 
doing their apportioned active ser- 
vice the men are relieved and return 
to their billets behind the line for re- 
laxation and rest. 

Shake Off Strain 

Canadian troops more quickly per- 
haps than any other seem to shake 
oft the strain, Within a very short 
time after getting in from the front, 
the mud is brushed off the uniforms, 
buttons are shined up (which is re- 
quired of them), a@ shaye is taken, 
and then the men take up football or 
other games, go to the’ recreation 
huts or attend some of the chaplains’ 
services, 

‘he speaker touched briefly and 
entertainingly on many aspects of 
the rest period; the constant circula- 
tion of rumors; the soldier's fatalis-

London, Feb, 12,.—In his speech 
at the opening of parliament to- 
day, King George said the strug- 
gle bad reached a critical stage, 
which demanded more than ever 
the full use of the country’s en- 
ergics and resources, Until re- 
cognition Is offered of the princi- 
ples upon which an honorable 
peace can be concluded, the king 
declared, it is the duty of the 
British to,prosecute the war with 
all the vigor they possess. 


Members of both houses of parlia- 
ment assembled early today for the 
opening of the eighth session of the 
‘ongest parliament in modern times— 
a session which is virtually certain to 
ve the last and which will be followed 
vy a general election upon largely ex- 
ended franchise with women voting 
for the first time in the country’s 
ilstory. 

King George was accompanied by 
he, Queen and Prince of Wales, who

was decided that in view of the war 
he peers and peeresses would not 
wear their gorgeous tithlar robes and 
coronets, while the naval and mili- 
ary members of both houses would 
wear the service dress instead of the 
‘lashy gold-laced full dress uniform.

“When we got ready to fight the 
sheriff climbed into the ring on the 
turn and read the riot act and order- 
ed the crowd to disperse. But Re- 
naud, the promoter, gave him an ar- 
gument, slipped $250 into his hand, 
and he was hustled away. When we 
climbed into the ring both of us were 
stripped to the waist, with long tights 
on our legs and the heavy spiked 
boots that were worn in fights on the 
turf fastened to our feet. 

“He was a game man, was Jake 
Kilrain. He did not fight ‘tthe stand- 
up battle that I expected, but he gave 
me a terrible fight. When we moved 
to each other the came at me with a 
quick left. I knocked up his arm with 
my left and countered lightly under 
his heart with my right as he danced 
back, I rushed in after him, hitting 
with my left, and before I knew how 
it happened he back-heeled me clean- 
ly. The back-heel is delivered by 
catching a man as he comes in, put- 
ting your left arm around his body, 
your right forearm across his throat, 
and your right heel behind his left.

untrue to the nature of man, Religion 
rises from within, just as reason and 
imagination do, and is not imposed 
upon us from without. 

If I could draw on the blackboard 
representing the course thru

A. E. Scott, in discussing Rotary's 
responsibilities for war-time prob- 
lems, dealt with the activities of the 
Rotarian'’s “War Service Council” in 
the United States, in protecting | the 
soldiers frum evil influences in the 
training camps, and expressed. the 
belief that there's a similar need for 
protection in Canada.

WEIGHING RULES 
FOR STOCK YARDS 
BEFORE SESSION 


Should Stock be Weighed Off Cars 
is Question—Scale Ticket 
Opposed 


12.—Dan Johnston, 
who has for the past two years re- 
presented the Dominion livestock 
branch on the Union stockyards, is to 
have, under the minister of agricul- 
ture, full control of the administration 
of the Livestock and Livestock Pro- 
duots Act, which was passed last ses- 
sion by the federal parliament, This 
announcement was made by H, 8, Ar- 
kell, livestock commissioner, when 
welcoming the delegates from all the 
stockyards and livestock exchanges of 
Canada. 

Following this announcement, which 
was received with marked approval by 


Ottawa, Heb. 


the delegates, Mr. Arkell gave a brief 


history of the origin of the act. 
The day was spent mainly in dis- 
cussing the stockyard regulations and 
while all the rules and regulations 
passed are of interest to shippers, 
there are one or two that are ‘of espe- 
cial importance, the two discussed at 
greatest length relating to information 
on scale tickets and the old-time ques- 
tion of wiféther stock should or should 
not be weighed off cars, With re- 
gard to the scale ticket, the clause as 
originally drafted by the department 


was adopted after nearly an hour of! 


discussion. The point opposed strenu- 
ously by the commissionmen was the 
placing of the price on the scale ticket. 
Their objection, as stated, was that it 
would occasion loss of time and neces- 
sitate the employment of more fen, 
The clause as passed reads: 

“Scale tickets shall now show date, 
animal, of commis- 


name 
sion merchants, dealers or owner, 
name of buyer, nuniber of animals 


sold, class of stock and the price.” 

The clause on methods of weigh- 
ing stock on arrival was finally pass- 
ed as follows: 

“Por the purposes 
weight for assessment of freight 
charges, all stock shall be unloaded 
4s soon as possible after placing at 
chutes, 

“A certificate shall be furnished the 
railway company showing complete 
out-turn of car and weight. Each 
straight carload to be weighed intact 
as unloaded, mixed cars to have each 
class of stock weighed and yarded 
separately. The count and out-turn 
certificate to be accepted as correct 
check of stock in car and number of 
head for which stockyards company 
is responsible. In the event of other 
arrangement mutually satisfactory be- 
ing made for ascertaining weight for 
assessment of fre it charges, the 
passing of the stock over the scales 
may be dispensed with, but in any 
event out-turn certificate establishing 
count shall be tssued by the stock- 
yards company.” 

A lengthy discussion took place on 
the waste of feed occasioned by feed- 
ing hogs immediately before they go 
for slaughter. In the course of this 
discussion it developed there was only 
one stockyard in Canada that was still 
feeding wheat and this was not in the 
west.
